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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Professor Huxley,as might have been anticipated, has not much difficulty 
in disposing in the Nineteenth Century this month of Mr. Gladstone's second article 
on Genesis. We have already drawn attention to the very large modifications 
which the latter has deemed it advisable to make in his original ‘stebeathins 
His keen-sighted opponent has, of course, not failed to detect them, and to press 
them into his service. According to Mr. Gladstone's latest opinion—that is, the 
latest so far as we kaow it—the Mosaic record was meant to give moral and 
not scientific instruction. If that be so, what useful subject can possibly be 
served by attempts to establish the correspondence of Genesis with the latest 
deliverances of science? Moreover, according to Mr. Gladstone, the first chapter 
of Genesis is merely a “summary which cannot but be open to more or less of 
criticism of detail.’ This is something quite different from his original thesis 
which encouraged people to believe that, after all, the Mosaic cosmogony was 
fully inspired. For the scientific points at issue between ths Prime Minister 
and his opponent we must refer our readers to the Nineteenth Century. They 
will not fail to bear in mind that, while the one, eminent statesman though he 
may be, has not the slightest title to speak inthe name of science, the other is a 
scientific authority of the first rank, nor will they forget that, if Professor 
Huxley cannot, and does not, pretend to be an authority on questions 
of Scriptural exegesis, Mr. Gladstone has no greater claims to b> re- 
garded as such anauthority. It is necessary to recollect these points, 
since the true issue involved has been in danger of being obscured by Mr. (ilad- 
stone's superabundance of rhetoric and his deficiency of logic. The question is 
whether there is a sufficient agreement between the first chapter of Genesis and 
the conclusions of modern science to give warranty for the assertion that th 
former is the product of inspiration. To determine this qnestion an exact 
acquaintance with the latest conclusions of science and a c'ear understanding of 
the Mosaic writers’ meaning are alike necessary. Mr. Gladstone, it is certain, 
has neither qualification ; s0 that he has no Jocus standi in the controversy. And 
on the scientific points involved, at any rate, he is clearly vanquished 


the 
more accurate scientific knowledge and the pitiless logic of his opponent. 


In the course of his reply, Professor Huxley employs an argument which we 
have already advanced in dealing with this subject. Mr. Gladstone, it will be 
remembered, attempted to show that the opening words of Genesis were in close 
accord with the nebular hypothesis. We pointed out in the remarks we made 
when the article which embodied this contention appeared thut, since the nebular 
hypothesis was unproved, it wus absurd to address any seeming anticipation of 
it in the pages of the Pentateuch as a proof of their inspiration. Professor 
Huxley takes up the same position this month. Quoting the Astronomer Roya] 
for Ireland who writes of the hypothesis that “ it cinnot be established by ob- 
servation nor can it be proved by calculation, it is merely a conjecture,” 
Professor Huxley very pertinently asks, ‘“‘ would any prudent advocate base a 
plea, either for or against Revelation, upon the coincidence, or want of coinci- 
dence, of the declarations of the latter with the requirements of an hypothesis 
thus guardedly dealt with by an astronomical expert ?"’ The judicial part in the 
debate is played by Professor Drummond in a temperate and sensible article 
which likewise appears in the current number of the Nineteenth Century. The 
keynote of the article is struck in the following observations: “ The first 
principle which must rule our reading of this book (the Bible) is the elementary 
canon of all literary criticism, which decides that any interpretation of a part of 
a book or of a literature must be controlled by the dominant purpose or motif 
of the whole and when one investigates that dominant purpose in the case of the 
Bible, he finds it reducing itself to one thing, religion. Neither in the intention 
of any of the innumerable anthors, nor in the execution of their work is there any 
direct trace of scientific teaching. Could any one, with any historic imagination 
for a moment expect that there would have been 2? There was no science then.” 
This aspect of the question is certainly not unfamiliar to the readers of this 

journal. We commend Professor Drummond's article to those plain people who 
have no taste for dialectical subleties or skill to unravel the truth from a scientific 
disputation. It suggests the only attitude which can possibly be adopted with 
safety in the face of current controversies by those who revere the Bible. 


Mrs. Magnus contributes to the February number of Muemillan’s Magazine 
one of her brightly written articles, the subject being Moses Mendelssohn. A 
mass of Mendelssohn literature has been published during the past few months 
and this interesting contribution comes as the dainty dessert following a hearty 
meal. There have been learned essays, scholarly lectures on Mendelssohn to the 
full, but Mrs. Magnus does not compete with these. She limns for the reader 
a hasty sketch of Mendelssohn that will, perhaps, cling to the memory more than 
a highly finished, elaborate portrait. The writer strikes the true note in 
drawing such prominent attention to Mendelssohn's character as constituting his 
best claim to remembrance. The verdict of Time has shown that his literary, 
philosophical and theological opinions were only of temporary value, however 
great an impression they may have made upon his contemporaries. 


The current number of the Journal of the Anthropological Institute contains 
Mr. Joseph Jacobs’ able Paper on The Comparative Distinction of Jewish Ability, 
As will be remembered Mr. Jacobs, as the result of a very elaborate argument, 
arrives at results favourable to Jewish ability as compared with general English 
and Scotch ability. Av A ppendix to the Paper contains a list of Jewish Celebri- 
ties, the greater portion of which has appeared in our columns. This is the first 
attempt of the kind to give upon any scientific principle the comparative 


aim 


ability of Jews. The Times,in recently reviewing the Anthropological work for 
the year, alluded to the interest and novelty of these investigations. 


A remarkable and well deserved tribute was paid to the Jewish Board of 
Guardians last week at the annual meeting of the Society of Friends of 
Foreigners in distress. The directors took occasion in their report to refer, asa 
painful experience of the year, to the influx of a large number of Kussian and 
Polish Jews, who have sought refuge in this country owing to their expulsion 
from Germany, and who generally arrive here in a etate of utter destitution. 
Having said so much, and having justly complained that the number of sub- 
scribers connected with Rusia is very much out of proportion tothe number of 
Russian subjects now claiming relief —an experience in which the Society does 
not stan¢ alone—tlie directors made the following significant admission : “ But 
for the immense help rendered by the Jewish Board of Goardians to their 
foreign coreligionists, the great influx of these unfortunate Poles would, it is 
feared, have rendered some reetriction necessary in the proverbial h spitality of 
the British Nation.” This fear may be somewhat exaggerated, but it is none the 
less a subject for gratification that the work in which the Board of Guardians 
is engaged, 18 so highly appreciated even outside the community. The large 
class of well-to-do foreigners who hold aloof from giving any support whatsoever 
to the Board may well ponder over the Opinion ‘ x pressed by thie Foreigners Aid 
Society, and may be induced to recensider their attitude to the Board, as well ar 
to other Jewish communal institutions. 


The new Lord Chancellor, hitherto known as Sir Farrer Herschell, is the son 
of the Rev. Ridley Herschel], a well known Congregationalist Minister, who waz 
born a Jew, but became a Christian early in life. Ridley Herschell married a 


.Seottish lady, Miss Mowbray of Edinburgh, a fact which perhaps helps to explain 


Sir Farrer’s being often retained to argue Scotch Appeals in the House. of Lords. 
Sir Farrer’s rise has been remarkably rapid. He is not quite 50, having been born in 
1837. le will be remembered by many of our readers at University College, 
London, where he earned distinetion in classics. He married 1) years agoa 
grand-daughter of the late Vice-Chancellor Sir Richard Kindersley. As com- 
pletely as the West of England branch of the Lopez family, he had passed 
beyond the pale of our community, but we cannot but be struck with the facility 
of his ascent to eminence. He started witheut legal connection except 
such as he gained for himself, without fortune, and with the disadvantage ac- 
cordingly. of having in the early part of his career to give part of his time to 
journalism and Jaw reporting in order to support his expenses at the bar. 


During the closing days of the past year the Mu ticipal Council of Florence 
decided at their Council Hall, in the sarne Palazzo d-lu Signoria from which so 
many repressive decrees against the Jews were formerly issued, to demolish the 
old Jewish Ghetto. This labyrinth of tamble-down dwellings im narrow courts 
and alleys which the sun seldom penetrated, is to give way to improved dwel- 
lings somewhat similar to the industrial dwellings erected during late years in 
London. ° Thoroughly appropriate to the dismal Ghetto was Dante's famous 
inscription on the gates of the Inferno, which was reproduced on the door 
of one of the houses in the Jewish quarter: “All hope abandon ye who enter 
here.”

The Bancroft Almshouses, the most available site in the East End, had been 
secured for the purposes, and he trusted that a magnificent palace for the poor 
might soon be erected on the five acres of ground, The City Companies were pro- 
moting a University for the West Eod, but with the aid of the generous gift of 
£20,000 from the Drapera’ Company, the Trustses hoped soon to establish the Uni- 
versity for the East. Swimming-baths for men and women would b» erected, @ 
school of art, a magnificent library, reading and smoking rooms, technical achools, 
summer and winter gardens, and other attractions would bs provided for the poor 
of the neighbourhood, The sum of £60,000 bad already been sabscribed out of the 
£75,000 required, and he would like to see the sum of £5,000 collected either ia the 
East End or by East End gentlemen.

TAILORS AND TOILERS—MR. LAKEMAN’S FACTS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—Io your issue of the 29th ult. you publish a report of an interview one 
of your representatives had with Mr. J.B. Lakeman, one of Her Majesty's Inspectors 
of Factories, As the statements attributed to the latter gentleman are full of gross 
inaccuracies, we trust that with your usual impartiality, you will insert this 
correction. 

We must premise, at starting, that with some of Mr. Lakeman’s ideas as to the 
necessity of reform in the conduct of the trade we cordially agree. In his eflorts 
to obtain proper sanitary inspection by the aathorities whose duty it is to carry it 
oat. he has, both in our own interest and in that of our employes, our strongest sup- 
port. And the questioa of shorter hours is one that deserves and will obtain, as far 
as we are concerned, te most serions and unbiassed consideration. Bat, in his eager 
desire to aid the journeymen ia their legitimate straggle to improve their position, 
he has allowed himself to make grave allegations, evidently founded on the merest 
hearsay, which are utterly without foundation, and cast the most disgraceful and 
unmerited reproach upon a body of men, the majority of whom conduct their bari- 
ness in a humane and respectable manner. 

First, with respect to the personage he terms “the middleman.” We learn, 
with amazement and surprise, that this is an individual attached to each Wholesale 
or Export Clothier’s establishment —presumably indoors, Further on, Mr. Lakeman 
calls him the “taker-in,” and charges him with being one of those who -share the 
profits arising from the journeyman’s labour, We only know of one pereon in the 
trade who is known as a “ taker-in,”’ viz., the practical man employed by the whole- 
sile honse to see that the work is properly made, and he receives in most cases a 
silary sufficient to place him in an entirely independent position. He has nothing 
whatever to do with the price paid for making the work ; and therefore one of the 
alleged “ profits’ exists only in Mr. Lakeman’s fertile brain. In passing, we can- 
not refrain from allujing to the serious charge which, without adducing one iota of 
proof, Mr, Lakeman brings against the aforesaid: “ middleman (2). He alleges that 
an order for, for instance, a thousand coats, is given into his hauds to execute; that 
he thea distribates it among a number of master tailors, or “ sweaters,” as he is 
pleased to t-rm us, and that for the p ivilege of receiving such orders it is a rule in 
the trade for us to “ grease his pslm,"’ to repeat Mr, Lakeman’s own 
elegant phraseology. 

In reply, we challenge that gentleman to give us the names, if he can do a0, of 
the persons who, he alleges, have been guilty of such practices, If he can, we 
shall be very pleased to have them, as they will particularly interest us; but if he. 
cannot, he stands convicted of having made a most damaging and libellous aegusa- 
tion, without knowing whether he was stating a fact or otherwise, Another perzon 
who he says receives a portion of the profit is the “shipper.” For our part, we 
fail to perceive what profit the “shipper” obtains out of goods purchased by the 
English public, and manufactured in England 

Then he speaks of the “little pay’’ earned by the journeymen. Our answer 
is that machinists, pressers, ani joarneymen tailors generally, are paid a much 
higher rate of wage than most English mechavics, except those whose skilled labour 
requires a long apprenticeship in order to gain special knowledge, whichis not the 
case with them. Yet, practical men, who are only required to kno + oue branch of 
the tailoring trade, are paid at the rate of from 72. to 10s, per day—a statement to 
which we have often given publicity in the press, and which has never been con- 
tradicted. 

Another misstatement is that the workman is compelled to purchase, at hisown 
cost, bis “ needles, thread, silk, &c.,” from his employer, and pay his employer's 
price, no matter what the latter might choose to make it, To this we offer a flay 
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onc Baqualiged denial. On the contrary, we supply our employes with their tools 
and trimmings free of charge. 

With regard to his remarks on sanitation, it is most unfair to 
body on account of sins committed by those “ black sheep’! who he himself 
admits “ must exist in every flock.” The majority of master tailors would hail with 
delight an efficient inspection of workshops, as it would act in favour of the res 
pectable tradesmen, and against the isolated individuals who bring the trade inte 
disrepute. But, tad as the worst East Ead workshops are. they will compare 
favourab'y with those of the non-Jewish tailors of Long Acre, Golden Square, Drury 
Lane, &c., who work for the West End Houses. 

Phere are many more points among Mr. Lakeman’s allegations which. if 
permitted, we could show are more or less opposed to fact, but we think we have eaid 
sufficient to show that the so-called “sweater” is not so black as he is painted 
However, before conclading, we cannot refrain from expressing our surpri

HARR'S v. SOLOMON AND OTHERS. 

This was an action in which the plaintiff, Mr. Henry Harris, formerly Secretary 
and Inspector of the Shevhita Board, claimed compensation in damages avainst the 
d-fendants, who were the Chatrman and members, for alleged w rongfal dismi<s«n!. 

The defendants pleaded several pleas, in which they alleged that th. plointiff 
had been guilty of certiin acts whilst in theiremploy which justified thes in the 
course they pursued. 

Mr, Glyn and Mr. Herbert Reed were C un 
Y.C,, and Mr. Lush-Wilson for the defendants, 

Mr. GLYN, in opening the case to the jury, said his client was employed by the 
Board so long ago as the year Isi6-as Secre Lary an Inspector ata salary of tl5va 
year. On the 13th November, 157, it was increased to £225, and in additionts that 
by a resolution of the Board, £25 a yeat Was allowed him as rent for the use of a 
room in his house which was used as an ofllice for their business, so that in all he was 
in receipt of £250a year fromthem. Matters continued in that position until tho 
month of December, 1880, when he was -tummarily dismissed. and the 
question the jury would have to de tide, was, was he properly dismissed ’ Whilst the 
plaintiff Was 80 Ghyage las Secretary and Lusp clor, it was found hecessary to employ 
a man to clean out the yard, and a man named Stephenson was to engaged by him. 
with the sanction of the Board, at a weekly wageof 15s, At odd times. whilst this 
man was standing about doing nothing. the plaintiff put him to do some trivial 
things for him, and no objection was made to it until after the plaintiff had dis- 
charged him.

MISSIONS TO JEWS. 


Unper the above title there appears in the current number of the West min- 
ster Iteview a remarkable article which is mainly devoted to exposing that 
biggest of all modern shams—the London Society for Promoting Cbrist- 
ianity among the Jews. The article, in its introductory paragraphs, gives a 
curious and interesting account of the efforts made in this country from the 
earliest times to convert the Jews. It mentions the debate on the merits of 
Judaism and Christianity which, by order of Witttam Rurcs, took place at 
Whitsuntide, 1092, between the Rabbis and the Bishops, and it traces the 
origin and subsequent history of the famous “ Home for Converts” which 
was founded in Chancery Lane by Hesny ITT. in 1232 0n the site now oceu- 


pied by the Rolls Chapel. 


the information which it supplies respecting the great existing organization 


The chief interest of the article, however, lies in 
for the conversion of the Jews. The facts detailed by the writer have cer- 
tainly not the charm of novelty. Many of them have been cited from time 
to time by tliose who were opposed either to the aims. or to the jnodus 
operands of the London Society or to both. But 
stated with such fullness before; they have never been marshalled in such 
formidable array ; the charges of which they are made the foundation have 


the facts have never been 


never been formulated so distinctly or driven home with such unsparing 
severity. The Society has been made the object of many attacks ; but they 
have been little more than irregular raids, from which it has suffered com- 
paratively but little. This time the foe has settled down to his work in grim 
earnest. He has brought up his heavy siege guns, and pounds away with 
terrific effect. 
on the way. 


The day of reckoning has come at last, though it tarried long 
An organized system of deception which has been carried on in 
the name of Religion for nearly eighty years has finally been brought to the 
bar of public opinion, and from that tribunal will receive the judgment it 
deserves. As Jews, we cannot affect to be aught but pleased that the whole 
truth has at length been publishel to the world. The London Society has 
been a thorn in our side ever since its institution, less because of its avowed 
objects than because of its insidious methods and its shameless misrepresenta- 
tions. We are content, however, to regard the matter from a higher point 
of view. As Englishmen and religionists we have always felt that the 
Society is a reproach to our country and a discredit to the name of Religion. 
In a similar spirit, then, we welcome, and are grateful for, revelations which, 
unless we are greatly mistaken, must largely help to give its quietus to an 
organization which has been suffered to exist only too long. 

The London Society for Promoting Christianity among the Jews was 
founded in 1809 at the instance of an apostate Israelite one JosErn 
Samve, Curistran Freperic Frey. Ill-omened from its birth, for, 
besides having a renegade for its parent, it was the result of a schism which 
broke out in the ranks of the London Missionary Society, it entered on its 
unscrupulous course almost at the very outset of its career. The familiar 
machinery for catching Jewish souls was soon set at work, <A “ Jews 
Chapel” was opened, first in King Street and then in Spitalfields, where 


conversionist sermons were regularly preached. A free school provided instruc- 
tion for Jewish and Christian children together, while occupation was found 
for adult foreign Jews by the establishment of a candlewick factory and a 


printing office. These more or less legitimate labours were supplemented by 


others which could not so easily be defended. Attention was prominently 


called by the Promoters of Christianity to an obsolete statute of Anne, by 
which a child of Jewish parents who had been disowned for embracing the 
dominant faith could, on applying to the Lord Chancellor. compel his father 
to make adequate provision for his maintenance and education—a miserable 
attempt to revive a forgotten law which, in the worlds of the Westminster 
reviewer “cannot be condemned with too much severity.” Karly resort was 
had, moreover, to that system of persecution by means of tracts, of which the 
Society has abundantly availed itself in morerecent times, One of these 
publications was sent to Hanam Metpoua who returned it with a righteously 
indignant letter “complaining of the officioas rudeness with which the book 
was thrust into his house against his will.” On broad grounds the free 
school might have been unobjectionable if it had only been conducted in an 
honourable manner. But the. S wiety being in want of decoy-ducks, soon 
took to kidnapping. Two children were thus swept into the net ; one had 
been deserted by his parents when he was little more than an infant, the 
other—-a boy named Hyman Davis—had come from Ipswich, and was incon- 
tinently captured on his wandering one day by chance into the Jews’ Chapel. 
Davis's father subsequently took legal proceedings for his recovery, but 
without effect. “Nor was the Society more scrupulous in its procedure with 
regard to adult “converts.” At the outset of its career it took under its 
protection one Jepan Cararivas, a native of Jerusalem, a man said to be of 
respectable family and proficient in Jewish learning. Caranivas “ had long 
been convinced of the. truth of Christianity,” and “ he had only been wait- 
ing for a public opportunity of -avowing his belief in it.” Here was a catch 
indeed ! The Committee cackled over it jubilantly in their next Report, for- 
getting, however, that the “ conversion” was not yet provel to be genuine, 
and that. eren if it were real. it had not heen brouzht about by their 
instrumentality. In the end the Committee were obliged to ¢onfess. that 
Caranivas had turned out badly, and had gone back to the Jews. 


These are only examples of the questionable methods by which the 


Society sought to justify its existence. If they were satisfactory to some of 
its subscribers, they were not regarded with eqial complacency by others. 
The Duke of Kent withdrew his support after three or four years’ ex perience, 
being dissatisfied both with the management and the aims of the organisa- 
The fact was duly chronicled in -the Committee’s Report, but the 
reasons were studiously concealed.

Meeting in 1815 ‘is so confused that, like all similar subsequent staements, 


obscurity, but not from accident. Balance Sheet read at the General 
it is impossible clearly to understand it.” The Committee were not more 
straightforward in their attempts at repelling the objections brought against 
the methods by which they carried on their work. * Instead of facing them 
honestly they resorted to evasion, and proceeded to demolish objections 
which had not been urged against them, raising a false issue in order to 
turn away public attention from the real issue.” Thus, in reply tothe state- 
ment that the Society sought to convert only poor Jews who were attracted 
hy the worldly advantages it held out to them, the Committee urged that 
some of the the more opulent Jews had embraced Christianity uring the 
period of the Society's evistence ; thas quietly ignoring the real objection that 
the Society had not been the means of converting them. 


The evils which characterised the objects and methods of the Society 
are, however, by no means things of the past. They still exist, and have 
become more deeply rooted by time. The very constitution of the Society 
must militate against the possibility of real, honest work being done. The 
Committee consists of eighteen lay, and an unlimited number of clerical, 
members.» Every clergyman who: subscribes half-a-sovereign for five years 
becomes a member ipso fuctv, and need not go through the formality of elec- 
tion. Of the eighteen lay°members ‘five are officers in the army, two are 
officers in the navy, one is an army surgeon, two are bankers,” and the rest 
are little; better than nonentities. What can such persons know about the 
Jews or the best mode of converting them? The clergy, then, have it all their 
own way ; “experience, however, has shown that the paid secretaries are 
ultimately the executive officers, owing to the irregularity of the attendance 
of the members of the Committee.” The Committee are not only unduly 
inquisitorial in their treatment of candidates for mission work, but are 
actuated by a petty feeling of revenge, which is especially unbecoming in a 
religious body. ‘ Aclergyman or other person becomes obnoxious to the 
Committee for any reason, or to any member of it, and they avenge them} 
selves upon him by passing a resolution that they will not employ him in 
their work, for which he probably never intended to become a candidate ” 
Instead of these worthies troubling themselves about the spiritual welfare of 
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thei Jews, would it not be better if they paid more diligent heed to their own 
souls ?

The CHAIRMAN mentioned that a letter had been received from Mr. N.L. D. 
Zimmer, complaing of an alleged infraction by the Board of Deputies of their con- 
stitution, and urging the Council to refuse to pay their annual subvention. The 
Chairman stated that Mr. Zimmer's letter would pe acknow'edged with an intima- 
tion that the Council had no power to interfere. 

Letters were read from the German and South Hackney Synagogues, intimating 
their acceptance of the arrangements for burial in the cemeteries of the United 
Synagogue of the members of their respective synagogues, and thanking the Council 
for the liberal manner in which their proposals tad been entertained, 

In submitting the Accounts of the United and Constituent Synagogues for the 
year 1585, and the Estimates for the current year, Mr Davip DAvis, one of the 
Treasurers, said that he regretted that for the first time in the history of the 
United Synagogue the Treasurers had to meet the Council with a deficit, It would 
be seen from the Balance Sheet that £1,000 was due to. the Bank of England.

There were also several matters of minor importance in which ¢ xpen- 
diture had been reduced, Yet, notwithstanding all this, the total expenditure con- 
tinued to increase year after year, while the surpluses of the synago;ues had been 
diminishing, and were £1,140 less than in the previous year, The income from funded 
property was also diminished on account of the large sales of stock The expendi- 
diture on account of pensions and life policies had been increased. The Treasurers 
had been unable to for anything daring the past year from the revenne account, 
There was alsoa liability of £500in repayment of debentures to be met in the ear- 
rent year from last year's receipt», He felt, it’ his duty to point out these matters.

They were a rich 
body, and besides providing places of worship for themselves, it should be part of 
their unwritten law, as it undoubtedly was their duty, to endeavour to provide for 
the spiritual welfare of their poor foreign brethren who came to these shores. The 
argument against continuing the vote to Jews’ College was a very strong one. The 
College held out large inducements in the shape of scholarships, prizes, &>. for 
young men to become ministers, and when they attained that object they received 
large sa’aries, and it was hardly the daty of the Council to provide them with a 
free education. The committee would have to consider how the contributions of 
the members might be increased, and whether it woald be possible to devise some 
means whereby the local synagogues would have more freedom in controlling their 
finances, (lIlear, hear’.

Mr. Lionen L. Coney, M.P., said that he was almost the only member left who 
had formulated the scheme of Union, which had lasted now for 16 years. Since its 
cstablishuient there had been no diminution of interest, no diminution in the num- 
ber of sreatholders, and certainly there had been no diminution in the attendance of 
worshippers at synagogue. How, then. was the falling off in the finances to be 
ncconnted for! From two causes: first, partly maladministration on the part of 
the local bodies ; and secondly, because certain persons had thonght fit to make it 
their business to ¢o ontside the Council to cry down the popularity of the Unite! 
Synagogue. If a member of the Council considered that the present system was 
bad it was his duty to cume to the Council and to move that some alteration be 
made, and to dissipate any feeling of discontent out of doors. It was impossible to 
extract money for an object if the whole system was made unpopular. The long 
experience which he (Mr. Cohen) had had of the Jewish commuvity was that they 
would not be coerced toto givine. but they could be coaxed, With regard to the 
practical part of the question, no amount of manipulation of figures would make 
2 and 2 morethan 4: The only effect that he could see at present would be that 
burdens would be shifted fram the General Account to the Local Accounta, but it 
would not bring one stiver extra into the coffers of the United Synagogue. This policy 
might. however, act as a check on lo-al extravagance. He pvinted out that at the 
present time they were one institution in name only; each synagogue had its 
separate Choirmaster, its separate Secretary, &c., and great economy would be effected 
by a better system of centraliration. The amount of legacies bequeathed to the 
Uuited Synagogue was insignificant, only £20 having been received during the past 
year. The Committee might also inquire as to the necessity of maintainiug asyna- 
gogue which was both empty and poor, and which was a burden on the fancs of the 
United Synagogue. The wor's of the motion were sufficiently wide for them to 
include this in their investigation, Ile thouzht it would be worthy of consideration 
whether tre system of contributions in jieu of offerings, so successfully earried out 
in the New West End Synagogue, might not be adopted in other synagogues. 

Mr. Henry Wart said that if it were contemplated to throw greater responsi- 
bility on the loca! synagogues, a corresponding power should be given them of 
raising the reve nue, Off rings shonld be abolished, and an assessment made on the 
seatholdere, 

Mr. SAcL suggestel] that a repres’ ntative from each of the synagogues

continued,

THE DEMOLITION OF BEVIS MARKS SYNAGOGUE. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 


On Tuesday evening, at the Clarendon Hall, Mansell Street, a crowded and 
enthusiastic meeting was held to protest against the proposal of the elders of the 
congregation to demolish the Marks Synagogue, the Fane rendered 
sacred and dear to Sephardic Jews, not only by thie association of religion, but by 
the memories cherished as dear life which cluster around the doomed building. 
Those who attended the meeting showed they felt that their every sentiment of 
love and of reverence had been immolated upon the altar of utility, and they 
were determined that the place of worship that had been attended by a D'Israell. 
a Lopes, and a Montetiore should not be razed.without a struggle being made for 
ite maintenance. Inthe circular cailing the meeting, Mr. Godfrey, solicitor, was 
announced to take the Chair, bat when asked he refused and said the announcement 
was made without his leave. At last Mr. Barzilay was voted to the Chair, and before 
him he found about 150 “ protesters.” The Mendeses and Rodriguezes and Da 
Costas, and Del Montes, and Belascos and Benabos were there in full force, not, 
however, as fortune would have it to the exclusion of the “ hated Tedeseos * who 
were there represented also, and we fancy saved the meeting from becoming a 
mere ** battle of words.”

The 
Wostminsier reviewer does not hesitate to charge the Committee with reck- 
less extravagance and intentional perversion of the S wiety s accounts, Ile 
conclusively proves that the Committee's figares respecting the number ot 
converts in Jerusalem and in the metropolis are utterly unreliable. Txcept 
the chapel, all the institutions of the Society are eleemosynary, * and without 
their assistance very few even nominal proselytes could be made, — The 
persons who are received into them are chiefly foreign Jews who are 
found by the lay agents of the Society wandering in the streets in a state of 
semi-starvation, or miserable wretches concealing themselves in some den in 
the slums, who, im velled by necessity, are glad to receive such assistance as 
they can get, on t'ie hypocritical pretence of a desire to learn whet Christ- 
janity really ts.” 

It is impossi'le, ho vever, to’ give more than a general idea of the for- 
midable indictment of the Westminster Review. That it will bring within 
measurable distance the dissolution of anore inisation which for some time past 
has shown unmistakeable signs of decay can scarcely be donbted. Ordinary 
people have long since made up their minds about attempts to convert Jews 
to Christianity which, apart from their craftiness and vulgarity, have not even 
the merit of success to recommend them. But the revelations of the Wes? 
will open the eyes of others besides the general public. The 
resources of the Society are dwindling, but they are still kept up to the tune 
of nearly TOLL a year, Some of the well-meaning clergyman and 
sentimental.old ladies who provide this large amount will probably see {it to 
discontinue their support, now that. the truth has been disclosed in all its 
nakedness. They surely cannot desire that so much money be squandered in 
maintaining an organized system of deceit and imposture, in whieh sham 
conversions play but a small part and real ones no part whatever. Let them 
only, ask themselves whether £35,000 a year could not be better spent in 


redressing the wrongs and assuaging the sufferings of “ Outeast London,

The CHAIRMAN mentioned that a letter had been received from Mr. N.L. D. 
Zimmer, complaing of an alleged infraction by the Board of Deputies of their eon- 
stitution, and urging the Council to refuse to pay their annual subvention. The 
Chairman stated that Mr. Zimmer's letter would ne acknow'edged with an intima- 
tion that the Council had no power to interfere. 

Letters were read from the German and South Ha ‘kney Synagogues, intimating 
their acceptance of the arrangements for burial in the cemeteries of the United 
Synagogue of the members of their respective synagogues, and thanking the Council 
for the liberal manner in which their proposals tad been entertained, 

In submitting the Accounts of the United and Constituent Synagogues for the 
year 1585, and the Estimates for the current year, Mr. Davip Davis, one of the 
Treasurers, said that he regretted that for the first time in the history of the 
Urited Synagogue the Treasurers had to meet the Council with a deficit. It would 
be seen from the Balance Sheet that £1,000 was due to.the Bank of England. 
There wasst the Bank to the: credit of the account £465. They commenced the 
year with a balance from 1854 of £310, and therefore the loss on the year’s working 
amounted to £645. This large deficit could not be attributable to anv extraor- 
dinary charges that had been mide on the general budget. On the contrary. some 
items of general expenditure bad been lessened, by dint of perseverance and extra- 
ordinary gcod management,the cost of Motzodistribution had been reduced from £ S00 
and £900 some few years ago, to £65 last year, and there was now considerably les; 
dissatisfaction with regard to the way in which this distribution was ciriied out 
than formerly. There were also several matters of minor Importance in which ‘ xpen- 
diture had been reduced, Yet, notwithstanding all this, the total xpenditure con- 
tinued to increase year after year, while the surplinse s of the synago nes had Keen. 
diminishing, and were £1,140 lessthanin the previous year, The income from funded 
property was also diminished on account of the large sales of «ack The . spendi- 
diture on account of pensions and life policies had been increased. The Treasurers 
had been unable to fond anything daring the past year from the revenue account, 
There was alsoa ability of £800in repayment of debentures to be met in the car- 
rent year from last year's receipt, Ile felt. it hia duty to poiat ont these matters, 
for it would be seen that a demand for increased expenditure to the amount of 
£300 had been by the Constituent Srnagornes, it would not becane him: to’ 
blame the Council in any way for the literal manner a which. they had } itherto 


dealt with applications for increases of salaries. and in voting gr tuities and sub 


sidies. The Treasurers continually interposed and pointed out that the Council 
were taking upon themselves more responsibility thau they would be able to carry 


out, Certainly there was funded property to fall back upon, but he doubted if,

Committee to investi- 
esate the financial arrangements of the Synagogue, and until that ¢ ommittee had 
mad their renort to the Council. he hoped that no farther increased expenditure 
would be granted. In conclusion he paid a high compliment to Dr. A, Asher, 
the Secretary, for the lucid manner 1a W hich he had prepared the accounts for pre- 
sentation to the Conncil. 
DEN he rose to move that a Special C mmittee be appointed to 
consiver and report on the financial arrangements of the Synagogue. It was an 
unusual thing for the Treaturers to meet the Council with a deficit, and these gen- 
tlemen had always done their duty in calling the attention of the Council to their 
policy of increasing CX] enditure with vat at the sam » time increasing their mesne 
of revenue, In moving that this Committee be appointed, he must say that he did 
not agree with all the remarks made by Mr. D. Davis, especia'ly bis reference to 
an a / esment on the salaries of the officials. If this were carried ont, they 
would find themselves inundated with applications for increases of salaries when- 
ever they had a prosperous year. With rezard to the other four sources from which 
Mr. Davis expected to save money, viz., the votes to the Board of Deputies, the 
Board of Guardians. the Visitation Committes, and Jews’ College, he was of 
opinion that it was incumbent on the Council to continue the grants to the two 
first-named bodies. The othertwo grants, however, were purely voluntary, and it 
would rest with the Council to decide whether they should be continaed or not. 
He felt strongly that the Visitation grant should not bedropped. They werea rich 
body, and besides providing places of worship for themselves, it should be part of 
their unwritten law. as it undoubtedly was their daty; to endeavour to provide for 
the spiritual welfare of their poor foreign brethren who came to these shores. The 
argument against continuing the vote to Jews’ College was a very strong one. The 
ve held out large inducements in the shape of scholarships, prizes, &>, for 
young men to become ministers, and when they attained that object they received 
large sa'aries, and it was hardly the duty of the Council to provide them with a 
free edueation. The committee would have to consider how the contributions of 
the members might te increased, and whether it woald be possible to devise some 
means’ whereby the local synagogues would have more freedom in controlling their 
finances, (lIleadr, hear’, 

Mr: Henry Lrecas. Treasurer, sec mcded the motion. He advocated a scheme 
which would give greater elasticity to the constituent synagogues, and which 
would have the effect of making clear to the managers how nec‘seary it was 
to practice economy. 

Mr. Montaav, M.P., said that the links which bound the synagogues 
together were too tightly drawn, and no inducement was held out to the local bodies 
to improve their contributions. He iid not consider that the situation of the 
Synagogue was so disastrous"as 15 was attem ted to be made out. 
funded property had been s ld ont, the Council had received in exchange more 
value than they had paid. He agreed with the remarks of the noble President 
concerning the contribution to Jews’ College. He obj*cted from the first to the 
vote to that institution on the ground that one Jewish charity should not appeal 
to another for support. He approved tbe appointment of the Committee. 

After some remarks from Mr. A. Levy and Mr, Ellis A. Franklin, 

‘Mr. Lioxnen. L. Coney, M,P., said that he was almost the only member left who 
had formulated the scheme of Union, which had lasted now for 16 years. Since its 
cstablishment there had been no diminution of interest, no diminstion in the num- 
ber of seatholders, and certainly there had been no diminution in the attendance of 
worshippers at synagogue. How, then, was. the falling off in the finances to be 
accounted for! From two causes: first, partly maladministration on the part of 
the local bodies; and secondly, because certain persons had thought fit to make it 
their business to go outside the Council to ery down the popularity of the Unitel 
Synagogue. If a member of the Council considered that the present system was 
bad it was hi: lnty to come to the Council and to move that some alteration be 
made, and to dissipate any feeling of discontent out of doors. It was impossible to 
extract money for an object if the whole system was made unpopular. The long 
expericnce which he (Mr, Cohen) had had of the Jewish commuvity was that. they 
would not be coerced into giving, but they could ‘be coaxed, With regard to the 
practical part of the qnestion, no amount of manipulation.of figures would make 
Zand 2 more than 4, The only effect that he could see at present would be that 
bardens would be shifted from the General Account to the Local Accounta, but it 
would not bring one stiver extra into the coffers of the United Synagogue.’ This policy 
might, however, act asa check on lo al extravagance. He pointed out that at the 
present time they were one institution in name only; each synagogue had its 
separate Choirmaster, its separate Secretary, &c,, and great economy would be effected 
by a better system of centraliration. The amount of legacies bequeathed to the 
i vited Synagogue was iusignificant, only £20 having been received during the pust 
year, i he Committe ; might also inquire as to the necessity of maintaining a syna- 
gogue which was both empty and poor, and which was a burden on the funds of the 
hited Synagogue.

THE DEMOLITION OF BEVIS MARKS SYNAGOGUE. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 


On Tuesday evening, at the Clarendon Hall, Mansell Street, a crowded and 
enthusiastic meeting was held to protest against the proposal of the elders of the 
congregation to demolish the Bevis Marks Syn wzogue, the Fane rendered 
eacred and dear to Sephardic Jews, not only by the association of religion, but by 
the memories cherished as dear life which cluster around the doomed building, 
Those who attended the meeting showed they felt that their every sentiment of 
love and of reverence had been immolated upon the altar of utility, and they 
were determined that the place of worship that had been attended by a D'Isracli. 
a Lopes, and a Montetiore should no* be razed without a struggle being made for 
its maintenance. Inthe circular calling the mecting, Mr. Godfrey, solicitor, was 
announced to take the Chair, but when asked he refused and said the announcement 
was made without his leave, At last Mr. Barzilay was voted to the Chair, and before 
him he found about 150 “ protesters.” The Mendeses and Rodriguezes and Da 
Costas, and Del Montes, and Belascos ind Den ibos were there in full force, not, 
however, as fortune would have it to the exclusion of the “ hated Tedescos ” who 
were there represented also, and we fancy saved the meeting from becoming a 
mere “ battle of words.”” After some remarks of the Chairman, Mr. Benabo 
euggested tliat in order to get anything tangible, Mr. Go frey should give his 
opinion as to the legal view of the case, which however, Mr. Goprnrey said he was 
quite unable to do, He did not know what powers the trustees had, and he only 
attended in order to see what. the feeling was. That being the case, Mr. Ro- 
MAIN suggested an adjournment as it was evident they could do nothing till 
they knew the powers of the Trustees. At this there was an indignant ontery. 
The proposition was seconded half in dumb motion, and then one of the speakers 
moved a vote of confidence in the Elders. This suggestion was received indig 
nantly. The Chairman was told he had called the meeting for nothing. The 
Chairman replied he had done all he could, He put the resolution to. adjourn, 
and it was negatived by an overwhelming majority. 

Mr. Atrrep A. Newman then begged the ear of the meeting, and announcing 
himself as a sentimentalist, antiquarian and “ Tedesco ” said he could throw som: 
light on the question. In a singulary eloquent and powerful speech he protested 
against the sacrilege of the Elders, He said he felt an antiquarian interest in 
the maintenanoe of the building and he was happy to inform them that he knew 
that Mr. Guedalla, who was away ill at Bournemouth suff-ring from the effects 
of the vexation and annoyance this proposed demolition had caused him, would 
not agree to the sale and being one of the Trustees the sale would be illegat 
without his siynature, ‘Tae synagogiw had been built hy those who fled fromthe 
Inquisition fires—it was God's House and should not be rem ved upon a comine 
cial speculation. The object was that the rich members of the congregition 
should erect for themselves a fine temple out west and give their poorer 
brethren who with them hod an equal right vy heritage to Bevis Marks a“ tin 
gospel-shop ” somewhere down in Commercial Itoad. — Let them remember the 
proud position Portuguese Jews held in the history of the world for while the 
ancestors of Askenasim were picking up rags in the Ghetto their for - fathers were 
holding the purse-strings of Empires, ; 

This little sop to the amour propre of the mecting had the desired effect, 
for after Mr. Casper and Mr. Benabo had called the attention to the real cause 
of their position in the scanty attendance at Bevis Marks, even on Sabbaths, 

Rev. A. H. Niero moved the firat. resolution, which declired that lette rs 
should be sent to the -Portuguese Synagogues in Manchester and the Colonies 
asking these congregations to unite in the protests, An amendment to include 
the Amsterdam Synagogue, which was declaredt to he the “ Mother” of Bevis 
Marks, was embodied in the resolution, and seconded by Mr. HTRILBRON, who 
gaid they never should consent to the proposed outrage. This resolution being 
carried unanimously, a proposal was made tliat signatures of those attending 
the meeting should betaken. The hint was seized with avidity, someone shouting 
that the only way to win was to hold protest meeting after protest meeting, 

Mr. GREENBERG pointed out that at present they hal no organized force and no 
Committee even to send off the letters referred to in Mr. Nieto’s resolution. He 
suggested a Committee should forthwith be appointed, first of ap be confer with 
the Elders representing to them the feeling of the meeting andt en to report to 
a subsequent meeting and suggest further action if any. In his opinion this was 
not a case for wild denunciation but for ar ument, negotiation, persuasion 
and compromise, This proposal was hailed with acclamation and a Committe:

9°30. a.m.. papers will be set in the following 
books :—(1)Genesia i,-xxviii., Deuteronomy i-xx ;.(2) Isaiah xl.-ixvi G5) Psalms 
Ixdiij.-Ixxxix. There will also be papers of comp ition in llehbrew, oi pissages for 
translation from unprepared books, and of (questions in Hebrew grammar. A 
knowlega of Syriac orChaldee may have weight in the examination, but will not 
he allowed to compensate for deficiency in Hebrew. Candidates will have an oppor- 
tunity of showing their knowlelge of Greek and Latin, aud they wi | be required 
in any case to satisfy the electors of their ability to pass the ordinary exaininations 
of the University. In case of there being no candidate of suflicient merit to be 
elected a sch lar, the Warden and Fellows have power to postpone the election, or, 
if they think fit, to awardan exhibition of smailer valine than the scholarship. 
Candidates, who must not have exceed d 20 yeara of age on th ed iv . election, are

Jewish Home.—The Commiitee of the Jewish Home have issued their 
Fifteenth Annual Report to the subscribers. Prefacing the report with an 
expression of satisfaction at the continued well-being of the Home, the Committee 
state that 35 men and 19 women, varying from 62 to 95 years of age, are now 
maintained within its walls at an expense of £1041 18s. 1ld, the average cost for 
each inmate being 7s, 5d, The actual sum is only 6s. 9d. per head, aa the expenditure 
includes the cost of maintenance of five officers and servants. The Committee 
believe that no institution in London can point to so economical an administration, 
and they add that none of the comforts to which the most respectable working 
people might fairly look forward are wanting to the inmates. Six inmates have 
died, at an average age closely approaching 70, and 7 have been admitted during 
the year. The institution is now full, The Committee a for an augmentation 
in the subscriptions, the mainstay of the institution, which last year showed a fall- 
ing off of nearly £38,as compared with the preceding 12 months, and they conclude 
with an expression of regret at the death of Mr. 8S. E,. Moss, a founder, and the first 
Vice-President of the institution. The income from all sources (including sub- 
scriptions £440 11s, donations £569 Ils., and legacies £130) amounted to £1,193 Is., 
and the expenditure to £1041 18s, 11d. 


MeAts Socrety.—The annual meeting of the Society for providing strangers 
with meals on Sabbaths and Festivals was held on Sunday at Camperdown House, 
Whitechapel. Mr. Isaac Webber, Treasurer, occupied the Chair. The balance sheet 
showed that the income bad been £139 18s. from subscriptions and £230 fs, 
from donations. £226 6s, had been expended in 7,152 meals to 1968 persons, 
the total outlay being about £369.- On the motion of the Chairman, the 
financial statement was adopted. The following honorary officers were 
elected for the ensuing year: President, Mr. S. Goldhill; Vice-President, Mr. 
S. Risch ; Treasurer, Mr. I, Webber; ‘Auditors, Messrs. M. Barnett and L. Men- 
delsohr. The Committee were re-elected with certain modifications, Mesers. M. 
Drukker and Samuel Lion being added to fill vacancies. Mr. David Jameson called 
attention to the fact that the Society had been founded for the object of relieving 
distressed foreigners who were new comers to this country, whereas assistance was 
being given to young men who were in employment and had been in London for 
some time. Mr. Jameson therefore moved thatit be referred to the Committee to 
consider the advisability of restricting relief except in special cases to persons 
resident less than three months. Mr. M. Barnett seconded the reference which was 
carried, Votes of thanks were passed to the honorary officers and the Chairman. 


OLD Forp AND NortH Bow Jewish CLAsses.—The annnal meeting of sub- 
acribers to these classes was held on Sunday last at the Board School, Olga Street, 
Roman Road, where the classes are held. Mr. S, H. Valentine, Chairman, presided. 
The, annual report and balance sheet were adopted on the motion of the 
Chairman. The number of children attending the Sabbath classes is about 250, while 
170 attend the Sunday morning and Wednesday evening classes, being an increase 
of 60 pupils since the last report. The classes continue to work satisfactorily, as is 
evidenced by the increase in the number of pupils, and the reports of Dr. Friedlan- 
der, the Examiner appointed by the Rev. Dr. Adler. When it is borne in mind that 
the time for instruction is very limited the results cannot but be considered most 
gratifying. The income, fincluding subventions of £50 from Lord Rothschild, 
and £20 from the Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, and School 
fees, £38, amounted to £137 17s. and the expenditure to £135 5s. The Chairman, 
in addressing the meeting, congratulated the subscribers on the increase in the num- 
ber of pupils, which had necessitated the acquisition of an additional schoolroom, 
The Committee intended canvassing the neighbourhood, and expected that a large 
accession of scholars would result. He called attention to the fact that 
Jewish children attending Board Schools did not avail themselves of the privilege 
of withdrawing from class during the hour given to Scripture lessons. The Com- 
mittee hoped to take action in the matter, which was also one for the consideration 
of the Association for the Diffusion of Rehgions Knowledge. Mr, A. Levy pointed 
out that the teachers at Board Schools were in no way to blame. Mr. Moses 
Davis urged the necessity of forming acirculating library, and with this object 
promised a donation of £5 5s. as a nucleus for a Library Fund. The following 
were elected as the Hoporary Officers for the ensuing year: Chairman, Mr. 
S. H. Valentine ; Vice-Chairman, Mr. Moses Davis: ‘Treasurer. Mr. Lewis 
Levy; Honorary Secre‘ary, Mr. I. Bloomfield; Auditors, Messrs. J. RBar- 
nett, A. Da Silvaand J. Norden. The Committee were re-elected. with the addition 
of Messrs. Morris Abrahams, I). Osoaki and Alfred H. Valentine. The meeting 
terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair.
